SCHOOL REPORT... 


The following report relating to the schools of the 
town of Derry, is respectfully submitted. 


DISTRICT NUMBER ONE. 


This school has been under the care of Miss Sarah P. 
Webster, during the year. The summer and fall terms 
passed quietly, aud the scholars mass perhaps, an aver- 
age progress: 

“The winter term closed Bet oe: and without examina- 
tion, on account of damage to the school house by fire. 
It is the opinion of your committee, that a more earnest 
application to the proper duties of a teacher would have 
produced far better results. 


DISTRICT NUMBER TWO. 


The teacher of the previous year, Miss Lana 8S. George, 
was re-engaged and taught during the spring term, giving 
the best satisfaction to all parties concerned. Miss G.-de- 
clining further service, the fall and winter terms were un- 
der the care of Miss Julia I. Underhill. Her task was an 
arduous one,the school being large, with a great proportion 
of very small scholars. ‘The affection and confidence of 
the pupils was gained by their teacher, and commendable 
progress was aaade by most of the members of the 
school. 

The average attendance for the winter was very large, 
being reported by the teacher as ninety-two per cent.

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DISTRICT NUMBER THREE. 


The spring term in this district was in charge of Miss 
Fannie H. Tilton, and was a pleasant and profitable one 
to all. 

Miss Lizzie Montgomery taught during the fall and 
winter, discharging her duties faithfully and with ability. 
The pupils were orderly and studious, and the school 
appeared well at its close. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FOUR. 


The school was well taught and governed during the 
summer by Mr. Fred. J. Hughes, and the examination 
showed a fair degree of improvement. 

The winter school was a model of good order. and the 
instruction was thorough. The teacher, Mr. Joseph W. 
Bean, has increased his previous good reputation by his 
efforts of the past winter. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FIVE. 


In this district Miss Lizzie Montgomery taught success- 

fully during the summer term of six weeks. The time was 
too short for great advancement, but most of the classes 
showed that their time had not been wasted, and that 
they had been well drilled. 
In the winter, Mr. Fred. J. Hughes taught his seventh 
term in the district, with his usual good success. At 
the close of the school the order was nearly perfect, and 
the progress made by the various Classes was to be com- 
mended. 


DISTRICT NUMBER SIX. 


The summer term was the ninth taught by Miss Eliza 
J. Rogers in this district, and was a season of provress. 
Her instruction was thorough, and her duties were per- 
formed in the ablest and most satisfactory manner. 

Miss Mary H. Noyes, carried on the good work during 
the fall term, and the result of her labors, showed no 
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lack of ability, or attention to duty. 
DISTRICT NUMBER SEVEN. 


Both terms of this school were kept by Miss Alice D. 
Morse, who firmly, but quietly held her charge to their 
work. The school is not a forward one, but made a good 
appearance at the examination. 


DISTRICT NUMBER EIGHT. 


Miss Mary EK. Dodge, was the teacher of the summer 
school. In her report she says that she “met with pleas- 
ant and agreeable pupils who have been ready to obey in 
every particular.” Her hope “that the term has been 
profitable to scholars as well as teacher” was realized. 

The winter school was kept by Miss Fannie M. Stone. 


Some confusion was noticed at an early: visit, which was - 


partially corrected later in the term. Many of the scholars 
made fair progress in their studies. 


DISTRICT NUMBER NINE. 


Miss Fannie M. Webster was the instructor during the 
year, completing her eighth term in this district. Her 
system of teaching is judicious and thorough in all 
branches, as was shown by the school at various Visits. 
She reports, “Both terms have been very pleasant. The 
scholars have worked well and made the most of their 
time. The district is in need of a better house. The 
Prudential Committee did what he could to make it look 
inviting both out and in-doors.”’ 


DISTRICT NUMBER ELEVEN. 


The spring term was under the care of the teacher of 
the previous year, Miss Ida I* Sanders, who held the 
good will of ber scholars and labored for their improve- 
ment. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Eliza P. Hood, a 
lady of experieuce and ability in her profession. The

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school promised well at an early visit and is highly 
spoken of by residents of the district, but was not exam- 
ined by your committee, as no notice was received of the 
time of closing. 


DISTRICT NUMBER TWELVE. 


Both the summer and fall terms were taught by Miss 
Ella A. Boyd, who managed her charge skillfully and 
well. The appearance of the school at its close was cred- 
itable to teacher and pupils.

In speaking of the schools, they have been compared 
with what is considered an average standard. Faults 
doubtless exist, and will exist, until the perfect teacher 
comes forward and the schools are filled with perfect 
children. 
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In a few cases we have noticed a sort of shrinking re- 
luctance in the teacher to point out mistakes made by 
pupils in reading and other branches, and to insist upon 
their correction. This is a neglect of duty, and encour- 
ages a careless and slovenly ‘style of recitation, which 

can be of little benefit to the scholar. 

Some members of our schools have been allowed to ‘‘go 
through” their text books too rapidly. Many now in the 
Fifth reader should be in the Fourth or Third. Those 
in the highest classes are too apt to feel that they have 
reached the top round of the ladder; that further exertion 
in that direction is needless, and th at the teacher’s crit- 
icisms and corrections are an unwarrantable interfer- 
SnCee se ar 

It is necessary again to refer to lack of order in the 
school-room. On the whole our schools of the current 
year have ranked higher than those of the last in this re- 
spect ; but there should be further improvement. Too 
many of those acts which cannot be excused on the | 
ground of carelessness, but show a deliberate intention to 
violate the proper regulations of the sehool room, may 
be noticed. If good order is not maintained, parents 
may be assured that the school is of little value to their 
children. 

The examinations of the past year have been quite 
largely attended by parents and others, who have thus 
shown an interest in the schools which it is hoped will 
not be allowed to subside.
